Be- 
fore that the apparatus wag in nse for 
mock elections for two years, and in tha 
time registered over 132,000 votes with- 
out a break or an error. 


Tbe machine, as described In a special 


dispatch from Lockport, consists of an 
iron and steel booth five feet square and 
seven feet high.

VALUED, May 13.—In the case of O; 


B. Powera, justice ol tbe peace of Susan 
township, vs. Solano county lor $510, 
fees not paid him, Judge Buckles of the 
superior court has reudered a decision 
Hint when the board ol eupervisora by 
an ordinauce, dated October 2-1, 18SS, 
fixed the salary of tbe justice in tho

Professor Krn<t Curtius, t\ic. famous 


Grrok scliolnr ami archaeologist of the 
LTniver£ity o? Berlin, :mnonnced a few 
rooutbs ago that he had discovered that 
the Greek .sculptors always made the 
eyes of men fuller and rounder than 
those of women. The alleged discover}

BORING FOH Oil.. 


K ice! lent I'ronpecrs in the Cnalinga 


Country. 


A gentleman recently from Coalinga 


informs as that in the nil region, tan 
nrles from Coalinga, twu «ood oil wells 
have been sunk, and boring for a third 
has been commenced. 
One of them 


flowed not only oil, but artesian water, 
and IB 700 feet deep. The top of the 
well is 800 feet above Coalinea and the 
water ia aa salty aa brine. The oil has 
to be pumped from tbo welis, as it doee 
not flow over the pips. An engine is 
used at one well and a windmill at tho 
other. The flow of tho former is shut 
off for the present, but the windmill is 
atill at work. There ia bound to bo a 
big excitement over tliero when the 
truth abont the oil prospects becomes 
Generally known.—Haoford Sentinel. 


At lliy I'lTii;; t'juiibi'.ion of means aud 


L'onlrivinirvs I'ut- iht; prevention of acci- 
dents in Industrie:; and otherwise, princa 
were awarded for the following proc- 
esses for fire-proofing, respectively dimin- 
ishing the combustibility of tissues, cur- 
tain materials and theatrical scenery: 
For li^ht tissnes, sixteen pounds ammo* 
mum sulphates, five ponnds ammonium 
carbonate, four pounds boras, six pounds 
boric acid, fonr pormds starch, or one 
pound dcstrinc, or ono pound gelatine, 
and twenty-five gallons water, mixed to- 
gether, heated to 8G degs. Fidirouheit, 
and tho material impregnated vitb the 
miiture, centrifugated and dried, and 
then ironed as usual. One quart of the 
misturo, costing about three or four 
cents, is enough to impregnate fifteen 
yards of material. 
, For curtain materials, theatrical deco- 
rations, wood and furniture thirty 
pounds ammonium chloride are mixed 
•with so much floated chalk as to give 
the mass consistency. It is then heated 
to 125 to 150 degs. Fahrenheit, and tho 
material given, one or two coats of it by 
means of a brush. A pound of it, cost- 
ing about eight-tenfMis of a cent, is'suffi- 
cient to cover five square rods.—Berlin 
Letter. 


A T.;rrlblo Thing In it Batllc. 


The houFo committee on naval affairs 


for some days has had nnder considera- 
tion :i bill providing for the addition to 
tho navy of n novel craft. 


Tlio feature of tho design is found in 


an unormuus submarine gun carried at 
tho l>ow below the water HUG. The pro- 
jectors feel that they have now a prac- 
ticable means at hand to drivo an enor- 
mous shell loaded with an explosive 
charge of gunpowder or gun cotton into 
the hull of any ironclad, afloat anrl ex- 
plode it in the very vitals of the ship. 


According to the design submitted to 


tie committee and explained by Gen- 
eral Uerdan, a hydraulic buffer projects 
from the bow of tho vessel. This ia so 
adjusted that it will stop the boat a dis- 
tance of eight feet from the enemy's ship 
without injury to the boat. At this 
short range- the buffer automatically dis- 
charges the submarine- gun directly at 
tbo hull of the ship, and lodges within 
it a shell carrying a bursting charge of 
450 ponnds of powder, sufficient to blow 
down every hnlkhoad in tho ship and 
wreck the bottom.—Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Gazette. 


Glad to Cct Rid of liim. 


A few days ngo Governor Buchanan 


was called upon to exercise executive 
clemency in a very pocnlinr case. Tho 
person concerned was a man held in jail 
at Jackson till lie shonld produce n $200 
fine. Ho had been tbere over a year 
without showing any signs of liquidating 
with tho commonwealth, and it is prob- 
able ho would havo remained a prisoner 
for the next fifty years if payment had 
been waited for.

"After I had located Regan in Anberry 


valley in the house occupied hy old l»dy

posted my men around the house and 
stationed John Murphy on the trail be- 
tween Gavins and Temperance Flat. 
When I went up toward the house 1 
heard a shot and this was succeeded by 
others until we had run about -100 or 500 
yards. Four of the shots were fired by 
Murchy and five by Regan. 


"When I heard the first crack of the 


rifle I shouted'Boys, get up to Murphy 
as ijuick as you can,'and I got in the 
road and saw Murphy fall. 


'"Getto him, boys, as quick as you 


can, 1 shoo ted. Then I saw Murphy 
get up snd I hollered 'Murphy'e in it, 
but efit there.' 


".Murphy was tho only one of our party 


that had a rifle. I had a double bar- 
reled shotgun with eixteen bnckahot in 
enr.h barrel. Regan had a Uenry rifle 
and WBB standing b&hlnd a tree, and 
tirew a bead on Murphy every time he 
fired. We found four bullets in the tree 
and the other bullet had shot off the 
handle of Regan's pistol. 


"Murphy was at a great disadvantage 


because he f outfit t fair and was in tbo 
open ground. I hollered to Murphy to 
keep Regan away from him and Regan 
said, 'boys, you've got me; I can't do 
nothing now,'and then I arrested him. 


"Regan told some parties tbat he 


would never be taken alive, and he aaid 
he would get even with Hill. Before the 
fight I instructed Murphy not to kill 
Regan if he could poHsibly avoid it, but 
to cripple him only. It was an awfully 
pretty fight. 


"I was bound to get him, dead or all v«, 


Lnd it was my plan if Regan hadn't 
come out to civo tho old lady warning 
to leave the house, and then I would 
have plugged it plumb full of lead."

the Fresno office for Portland, Or., on the 
Gth day o! last April, nnd checked his 
baggage through to Portland. 


By my direction he wrote ins a postal 


card trom Sacramento that evening, 
stating that be had secured hia berth all 
right and would leave on tho 10.30 train 
that night for Portland. 
Wben be ar- 


rived at Portland he wrote me another 
postal plainly postmarked "Portland, 
Oregon, April 8lh, '02." In that postal 
he said, among other things: "When 
the train arrived at Marysville a brake- 
man tried to run a hobo off the train and 
did, and ahot at hitn once, but be fol- 
lowed him most too far and the hobo 
turned and shot the brakoman in the 
stomach. I think he will die. See the 
papere." 


My sou continued his journey to East- 


ern Oregon, arriving at Heppner on 
April 10th, when he again wrote me, ap- 
prising me of hia safe arrival. In about 
ten days I received a letter from him 
stating tbat he had been very successful 
in his employuiuut, that he had made 
nearly $50, etc. In a few days after re- 
ceiving this letter I receiver! from him 
this telegram : "Am arrested for shoot- 
ing brakeuian at Maryaville. Will leave 
for Marysvillo in two or three days. Will 
telegraph you when I leave. Mistake." 


Juat a week elapsed before I again 


heard from him, and when I did it waa 
another telegram dated Portland and tie 
follows: "Meet me at Marysville Fri- 
day morning." 


I immediately went tn Maryaville, ar- 


riving there at 1 o'clock Friday morning. 
At 2. 20 o'clock of the same m'orning the 
Oregon express train came in bringing 
my son, in the custody of a deputy 
sheriff aud in irons! He was taken to 
the city prison and thrown into an vile a 
dungeon as ever disgraced an American 
village. 


I called for an immediate examina- 


tion, but thfl district attorney demanded 
time to get tha witnesses for tho state, 
and the examination was Ret tor Wednes- 
day last. I repaired to Alaryaville, and 
the prosecution put on tho stand five 
witnesses and then rested the caae. 
These witnesses testified in substance 
that my son WCB on the train between 
Kacraftontn and 
Roeeville 
junction. 


That waa all. No evidence whateverwas 
introduced to connect my son with the 
ahootine, and on motion of my attorney, 
M. O. Barney of Marysville, the justice 
dismissed the case. My eon was in cus- 
tody sixteen days and was in jail over 
ten days, and all because be bought a 
ticket at Fresno on April Gth for Port- 
land. I leave the reader to judge of my 
feelings. 


In my efforts to locate the blame of 


hia arrest and Imprisonment, I have 
found Ibat a hrnkflman of the railroad 
company followed a man with a cocked 
pistol in hand alone the platform of ttie 
depot, that he shot at him, that the man 
turned and ahot him, tbat tbe brakeman 
swore to tbo complaint charging my pon 
with the deed, that a railroad detective 
worked up the case against in v son; that 
a railroad conductor went with aYuha 
county deputy sheriff to Eastern Orocon 
and identified my son aa tbe man— not 
that did tbe shooting, butaa having been 
on the train on thn nizht of April Gth,
